theleſs a certain priority or precedence, as ſub- 


| jets under the ſame ſovereign. It was a high 
mark of diſtinction, truely honourable to the 
Jewiſh nation, that of them as concerning 


the fleſh. this great perſonage was ordained to 


oome: they were to give birth to the re- 


deemer of Iſrael and of mankind: to them the 


goſpel, or the good news of his advent, was 
firſt to be announced: and from them were to 
be gathered the  firſt-fruits of chriſtianity. 


And accordingly when our lord firſt ſent out 


diſciples; to-proclaim his kingdom, the com-

Judaiſin, not only 3 in Judza, but in other parts 


of the world. The time when it happened 
was the age of impoſture: falſe Chriſts and 


falſe prophets ſprung up every day; and the 
people were no ſooner convinced of the frauds 


and impoſitions of one, but they were ready to 


adopt the deluſions of another: thus their 


minds were inflamed and diſtracted, and worked 
up to a pitch of frenzy. But thoſe who 
were not entirely carried away with the enthu- 
ſiaſm and madneſs of the times, were depreſſed 
and humbled with this unexpected and affect- 
ing diſaſter, and reduced to a temper of ſub- 
miſſion and conviction. When they ſaw the 
temple, the pride and glory of Iſrael, the cen- 
ter and cement of Jewiſh union, and the ſub- 
ſtratum of the whole Moſaic economy, irrepa- 
rably demoliſhed, they had no other ſaving 
meaſures to take, than to fly into the quar- 
ters of Chriſtianity,” as the only aſylum againſt 


the afflictions and calamities, which followed 


their deluded countrymen into all parts of the 
world. Since that great æra of the Jewiſh 


hiſtory, the converſions from Judaiſm ' have 


been but few, conſidering the immenſe. tract 


of time that has intervened; conſiſting, for 


5 on moſt part, of ſingle perſons or families, 
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and not of any conſiderable body * the people

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The Jewiſh. conimoAwealtle. es thus en- 


tirely diſſolved, and thoſe who ſurvived it being 


oppreſſed. and broken down by theſe fad cala- 
mities, and expelled and exterminated from 
their own country, were diſperſed and driven 
into every part of the known world ; ſearce find- 


ing one hoſpitable region to ſhelter and protect 


them, or one friendly ſpot of earth to poſſeſs 
in peace and ſafety; and they have continued 


in a ſtate of migration and diſperſion ever 


ſince. Deſpiſed, inſulted and oppreſſed under 
every government where they have attempted 


to ſettle, they have born it with a patience, 


fortitude and , perſeverance beyond example; 


retaining the name, diſtinction and peculiarity 


of Jews, and every where marked and diſtin- 
guiſhed as a ſeperate race of men; never be- 
coming, or attempting to become, a ſovereign 
people themſelves, nor, dsc ſpeaking, a 


part of any other. 
- This diſperſion. of the Jewiſh nation, all 


its circumſtances conſidered, is the moſt ſin- 
_ gular and wonderful, that ever happened to 
any people in the world.

as they well know how to practice, will lead 
them by degrees to hold both the perſon and 
religion of an TIO in equal abhor- 
rence.

Their expence in ſupporting a miſſion to one 
of the confederate tribes, lies heavy upon 
them; but the proviſion made for this ſingle 


object bears no proportion to what would be 


| neceſſary for attempting a general converſion at 


once. In one word, as a Chriſtian and a com- 
mercial ſtate, we are deeply intereſted in the 
event: the government is in full poſſeſſion 
of the caſe ; and to the wildom of government 
it is humbly ſubmitted. * | 

But I cannot help lamenting, on this occa- 
ſion, that there ſtill remains one grand ob- 
ſtruction to the operations of this Society, that 
reaches to every part of their truſt ; which has 
been ſuch: from its firſt inſtitution, and conti- 
nucs to be ſo to this day. The obſtruction l 


| mean is, the want of Biſhops in the Britiſh 
_ eſtabliſhments in America, to ſupply-the call 
and occaſions of the church in thoſe quarters. 


And this evil, from che progteſſiye ſtate o 
thoſe 


epiſcopal ordination here. 
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thoſe eſtabliſhments, is increaſing every day. 
For as new colonies are planted, or old ones 
extended, new churches and new paſtors will 
of courſe be wanted, to preſerve the know- 
ledge of the goſpel, and the uſe of its ordi- 
nances amongſt them. And till the ancient and 
apoſtolical order of Biſhops ſhall be eſtabliſhed 
there, a very numerous people mult ſtand ex-

and diſcouragements, that lie in the way of

Britiſh dominions in America, are {© weighty, 


as well on the grounds of religion as of ſound 
policy, that it may ſeem juſt matter of wonder, 
that an epiſcopal, church of immenſe extent, 


under the protection of an epiſcopal govern- 


ment, ſhould have ſubſiſted ſo long without 
them. The motives of government for with-

Proceedings of the Society. 
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There are no material advices this year from 
Carolina. The late riots and confuſions have 
been very prejudicial to the progreſs of religion, 
and have occaſioned a great deal of trouble, fa- 
tigue and hardſhip to the Miflanaries ; particu- 
larly to Mr. Cupples, and Mr. Drage. 
The Rev. Mr. Lucius, Miſſionary to the Pa- 
latines in South Carolina, in a letter dated Cuffee 
town, October 25, 1770, acquaints the Society, 
that he arrived there in the month of April pre- 
ceding, and officiated with great pleaſure on 
Eaſter-ſunday to a people very eager to hear 
the Word.
